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major stride toward provision basic public 
health services throughout California was taken when 
Governor Earl Warren signed into law Assembly Bill 
2223 which provides financial assistance all fulltime 
local health departments that meet minimum standards. 

Provided the act are $3,000,000 for the further 
development local health departments during the 
present fiscal year. The law becomes effective Septem- 
ber 19th. However, funds will not become available 
until standards under which the money admin- 
istered are approved the Conference Local Health 
Officers. meeting the conference cannot held 
until days after the law goes into effect. 

Reprinted full below the act which becomes 
Chapter Part Division the Health and Safety 
Code. 


CHAPTER STATE AID FOR LOCAL HEALTH 
ADMINISTRATION 


Article and General Policy 


1100. The rapid increase the population the State and 
the increasing industrialization both the urban and rural areas 
necessitate the provision effective public health services all 
the people the State. 

areas within the State local public health agencies 
(that is, health departments counties, cities and local health 
districts) lack the necessary funds, and the local population lack 
the means furnish funds, provide effective public health 
services. 

The Legislature therefore seeks further the provision 
necessaty health services granting financial assistance 
cities, counties, and local health districts, thus enabling them 
meet present and future health needs and effec- 
tive manner. The funds granted are augment local appro- 
priations provided for public health purposes, and shall not 
used replace local appropriations. 

The administrative pattern providing public health services 
all the people the State will vary different areas. 
generally that the minimum population necessary for 
efficient administration local public health unit approxi- 
mately 50,000. attain this desirable population minimum 
will necessary some areas for two more counties unite 
and establish single administrative public health unit. 
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1101. “Population,” for the purpose this chapter, shall 
determined the most recent United States decennial 
provided, however, whenever appears the State Department 
Health that the population any city, county, city 
and county has changed sufficiently warrant adjustment, the 
State Department Health for purposes this chapter 


may determine population for cities, counties, and cities and 
counties. 


1102. For the purposes this chapter “local health de- 
partment” shall interpreted mean any one the following 
health administrative organizations: 


(a) local health district created pursuant Division 
Part Chapter the Health and Safety Code, which includes 
territory one more counties, and which includes least all 
the cities which have less than 50,000 population such 
county counties. 


(b) local health department serving one more counties 
which shall the effective date this act and thereafter pro- 
vide services all cities whose population less than 50,000 
addition the unincorporated territory such county 
counties. 

(c) county health department which does not serve all 
the cities less than 50,000 population, but which has the 
provisional approval the State Department Public Health, 
accordance with Section 1140; provided, however, that such 
provisional approval shall terminate the ninety-first day after 
final adjournment the 1949 Regular Session the Legislature. 

(d) The health department city 50,000 greater 
population, except that the governing body such city reso- 
lution may declare its intention included under the juris- 
diction the county health department, the local health 
district serving other territory such county, provided 
existing statutes. 

The local health department any county which had 
under its jurisdiction the effective date this chapter popu- 
lation excess 1,000,000, the local health department 
any city and county. 


Article Administration 


1110. There hereby established California Conference 
Local Health Officers with which the board and the depart- 
ment shall consult establishing standards provided this 
chapter. The conference shall consist all legally appointed 
local health officers the State. shall organize, and shall 
annually elect president, vice president and secretary, who 
shall serve the executive committee the conference and each 
whom shall full-time local health officer. The president 
the conference, after consultation with the director, shall appoint, 
for the purpose advising with the director, such other com- 
mittees the conference may from time time necessary. 
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Meetings the conference for the purposes this chapter 
shall called the director who shall give the members 
least ten (10) days’ notice such official sessions 
meetings the conference the director shall preside; pro- 
vided, however, that the conference may hold additional sessions 
may determined the executive committee the confer- 
ence which the president other member the conference 
shall preside. Those members present official sessions shall 
considered making quorum. 

Actual and necessary expenses incident attendance not 
more than two meetings per year the conference shall legal 
charge against the local governmental unit. Actual and necessary 
expenses incident attendance special meetings the com- 
mittees the conference called the director shall legal 
charge against any funds available for administration this 
chapter. 


1110.5. Nothing this chapter any rule regulation 
prescribed the State Department Public Health accord- 
ance herewith shall compel any practitioner who treats the sick 
prayer the practice the religion any well recognized 
church, sect, denomination, organization any persons 
covered Sections 2731 and 2800 the Business and Profes- 
sions Code give any information about disease disability 
which not infectious, communicable authorize 
any compulsory education, medical examination, medical 
treatment. 


1111. The State Department Public Health shall admin- 
ister this chapter and the State Board Public Health shall 
adopt rules and regulations necessary provided, however, 
that such rules and regulations shall adopted only after con- 
sultation with and approval the California Conference 
Local Health Officers. Approval such rules and regulations 
shall majority vote those present official 


1112. The State Department Public Health may provide 
for consultant and advisory services and for the training 
technical and professional personnel educational institutions 
and field training centers approved said department, and for 
the establishment and maintenance field training centers 
local health departments and the State Department Public 


Health. 
Article Qualification for Financial Assistance 


1120. Such health departments qualify for assistance 
provided herein, after the effective date this chapter, 
shall receive such financial aid hereinafter provided the 
date their becoming eligible. 


Article Standards 


1130. The State Department Public Health, after con- 
sultation with and approval the Conference Local Health 
Officers, shall board regulations establish standards educa- 
tion and experience for professional and technical personnel 
employed local health departments and for the organization 
and operation the local health departments. Such standards 
may include the maintenance records services, finances and 
expenditures, which shall reported the State Department 
Public Health manner and such times may specify.

MYSTERY ARSENIC SOYA SAUCE 
SOLVED PROMPT ACTION 


Analyses made California local public health 
department laboratory gave the clue which started 
chain investigations leading the discovery that 
thousands gallons soya sause shipped east- 
ern firm California and other states had been con- 
taminated with arsenic. 


First hint contamination came July 7th from 
the San Jose City Laboratory which found arsenic 
through qualitative analysis samples soya sauce 
suspected physician the cause food poisoning 
five Japanese. Results were confirmed the State 
Department Publie Health Laboratory which found 
arsenic trioxide the amount grains per pound. 
Legal standard for tolerance .025 grains per pound. 
several samples taken later during the investiga- 
tions, arsenic the amount grains per pound 
was discovered. 


The State Bureau Food and Drug Inspections 
and the Food and Drug Administration traced 
the sauce, which sold under number brand 
names, one firm, Staley Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Decatur, 

The firm fully with the investigators 
and Sunday, July 13th, sufficient information was 
obtained justify advising local health officers 
teletype seize and quarantine all soya sauce. State 
inspectors assisted many areas and within few 
days all sauce was removed from the market. 

Householders were advised press and radio 
destroy soya sauce their possession. 

Cause contamination was the accidental use 
processing the sauce sodium hydroxide (caustic 
soda) which had been contaminated with arsenic. The 
following chain events led the contamination. 
Staley Manufacturing Company placed order 
for liquid sodium hydroxide with two New York firms 
which turn placed orders for the product with New 
Jersey firm, the Read Manufacturing Company. This 
ordered delivery direct from its Illinois plant. 
The plant was engaged making weed killer 
which liquid sodium hydroxide with arsenic used. 

Approximately 80,000 gallons (10 carloads) soya 
sauce believed have been contaminated was shipped 
California. Prompt action state and local inspec- 
tors resulted seizure all stocks. 

this issue goes press, appears that dif- 
ferent brands are involved due the practice re- 
packing and relabeling. the request the 
Staley Company, local health officers have been in- 
structed the State Department Public Health 
destroy all supplies these brands and their con- 
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company. 

The State Department Public Health en- 
deavoring obtain information the number cases 
food poisoning which resulted from the contami- 
nated sauce. Over 120 cases have been reported unoffi- 
cially and suspected that the actual total several 
hundred. 

Arsenic cumulative poisoning. Most severe 
symptoms occurred Orientals who use soya sauce 
with every meal. 


RELAPSING FEVER CONTROL PROGRAM 
CONDUCTED LAKE TAHOE 


Directed toward the prevention relapsing fever, 
cooperative public education and control program 
being conducted the Lake Tahoe area with the full 
support local officials and residents.

TWO PATIENTS 

Through prompt action complying with request 
for aid from member the staff San Francisco 
hospital, the bureau Adult Health was able assist 
diagnosis and treatment two disabled workers and 
provided information the attending physician which 
was great importance. 

The two patients were painters who had been work- 
ing enclosed space for estimated three four 
hours. Originally was suspected that they had been 
affected lead, but subsequent examination the 
materials located the job made seem probable that 
they were overcome and disabled the solvent used 
thinning the paint. The chemists the Bureau 
Adult Health did emergency rapid evaluation 
the material and suggested treatment procedures were 
telephoned the hospital physicians handling the 
cases. 

Both patients showed marked improvement symp- 
tomatically and physically following the treatment. 
felt that the combined efforts the chemical, engi- 
neering, and medical sections the bureau played 
important part the improvement these individ- 
uals and probably saved their lives.

GREATEST NATION

Although present-day classroom films health 
any other subject are far from being perfect 
tional tools, there are many methods which can used 
teachers make the use motion pictures 


school more effective. 

discussion these techniques and considera- 
tion the factors which hamper the use visual aids 
are set forth article Floyde Brooker, Chief 
Visual Education, Office Education the

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MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR CANCER 


First series studies local cancer services 
has been completed Los Angeles County the 


Disease Service the State Department 
Public Health under the auspices the County Medi- 


cal Association and with the aid the Cancer Commis- 
sion the California Medical Association. 

Although there has been steady increase the 

number cancer deaths and the crude death rate 
since 1918, when adjustment made for the change 
the age distribution the population there appears 
have been increase the cancer death rate since 
1930. There were 5,382 deaths from cancer Los 
Angeles County 1945. The death rate 1944 
was 154 per 100,000 population.
